For the second week in succession 
a decided improvement has taken 
place in the moisture. condition of the 
three Prairie Provinces, but this con- 
dition t= still well below normal. Add- 
ing together the rains which fell last 


autumn during the months of August 
September and October, and the pre- 
cipitation which has occurred from 
April ist to June 10th, inclusive, the 
moisture available to the growing 
crop for the three Prairie Provinces, . 


as a unit, is now 77 per cent. of nor? 
mal, as compared with 75 per cent. 
last week and 104 per cent. on June 
10th a year ago. 

In Alberta a slight decline has oc- 
curred, for the moisture condition is 
now 89 per cent. of normal, as com- 
pared with 92 per cent. a week ago 
and 98 per cent. on June 10th a year 
ago. 

In Saskatchewan an improvement 
of approximately 10 per cent. has tak- 
en place during the week, for the con- 
dition is now 68 per cent. of normal, 
as compared with 61 per cent. last 
week and 113 per cent.,a year ago. 

In Manitoba the moisture condi- 
tion has slightly improved, for it is 
now 89 per cent. of normal, as com- 
pared with 87 per cent. last week and 
80 per cent. on June 10th a year ago. 

A large area in west central and 
north central Saskatchewan still 
needs moisture badly, but the poor 
area is now smaller than it was a 
week ago. A large area in southern 
Saskatchewan is becoming decidedly 
better than normal and eastern and 
western Saskatchewan have improv- 
ed from poor. to fair. There are no 
longer any badly deficient moisture 
‘areas in Manitobg,'but most of the 
northerly part of the province is still 
only fair, and could do with more 
rain. The western part of Alberta ia 
either normal or better than normal, 
but with the exception of a few small 
districts, the whole of the eastern 
part of the province can only now be 
described as fair. ; 

The rains which fell in the badly 
deficient areas of the West during the 
past two weeks arrived just in time 
to arrest serious damage to the crop.

FOR HIGH SPEED TRACTORS 


Extensive experimental work on 
the effect of speed to farming ma- | 
chinery has been conducted at the, 
Dominion Experimental Station at | 
Swift Current, Saskatchewan, writes 
G. N. Denike., The results indicate } 
a very marked increase in draft or | 
power recuired to pull slow speed till- 
age implements at these | higher 
speeds. Every increase in speed of | 
operation causes a proportionately 
greater increase in power required, 
which makes it necessary to work at 
a shallower depth or cut down or the 
size of implement used. 

The experiments have shown defin- 
itely that high speed implements are 
essential to an economical set-up 
where high tractor speeds are used. 
The draft of the play with quickturn 
mouldboards, designed for speeds of 
two to three miles‘an hour, increases 
by as much as thirty per cent. from 
2.5 to 3.5 miles per hour, while the 
use of slowturn mouldboards, design- 
ed for the higher speeds of 4.5 to 6 
miles per hour will result in only a 
15 per cent increase of draft at 5.5 
miles per hour over that of quickturn 
boards at 2.5 miles per hour.

HAY FEVER 

Hay fever can be cured. The larg- 
er. pumber of cases are caused by pol- 
len from windborne pollenated plants, 
including certain grasses, weeds, es- 
pecially ragweed, and trees. Flow- 
ering plants such as the rose, dande- 
lion and goldenrod cannot be blamed. 
Certain foods, powders, animal dan- 
druffs and feathers may act as causes. 

But everyone does not contract hay 
fever. It occurs in persons with an 
inherited sonsitivity to one or other 
of the causes. Over 80 per cent. of 
persons who suffer from hay fever or 
asthma have inherited a sensitivity 
to the various agents. 

Chief Causes: 

(1) Grasses, such as timothy, red 
top, blue grass and others. 
Trees such as the cotton- 
wood, oak of many species. 
Weeds, of which the chief of-

(1) Getting beyond the bounds of

(2) Having determined what pollen | 
is responsible, submitting to desensi- | 
tization with the appropriate pollen 
extracts for protection. 

Change of Climate: Sensitive per- 
sons should get away in the hay fever 
season to resorts on the north shore 
of. the St. Lawrence, on the Gaspe 
Coast or nearby Lake Superior or 
Rainy River. Comfortable places to 
stay will be found in either area. 

Desensitization Treatment: A series 
of small scratches is made on_ the 


| surface of the skin without piercing 
| the true skin. On these scratches ex- 
| tracts of pollen, animal dandruff, 
\foods ar dusts, etc., are placed. If 
ja hive or :cddened area is produced 


by one or more of the extracts used, 
it is an indication that the individual 
jis sensitive to that particular product. 
| Having discovered’ the cause or the 
|causes, the next step is to desensitize 
| by injecting a small quantity of the 
offending agent or agents. 

Treatment should be begun two 
| months before the season when the 
jattack usually occurs. If the attacks 
|are due tc pollen, it will be necessary 
to continue the desensitization for 
‘three or four years. Most of the 
| sufferers will say that, having gained 
a cure, it has been worth while.
